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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

Presented  at  the  close  of  the  Twenty-first  School  Year,  June  9th,  1898 


The  School  has  been  attended  during  the  past  year  by  944. 
pupils.  This  is  an  increase  of  235,  or  33  per  cent,  over  the  registra- 
tion for  the  preceding  year.  The  increased  attendance  is  pretty 
evenly  distributed  between  the  Art  and  Textile  Schools. 

Important  changes  in  the  building,  corresponding  to  a  certain 
amount  of  reorganization  in  the  work  of  the  classes,  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  the  classes  in  Decorative  Sculpture  and  in 
Illustration  being  much  better  provided  for  than  ever  before  ;  and 
a  new  Chemical  Lecture  Room  being  added  in  the  Textile  School. 

The  additions  made  to  our  collections  have  been  numerous  and 
valuable,  the  most  important  single  accession  being  the  Graff 
collection  of  engravings  and  etchings  which  was  bequeathed  to  the 
institution  by  the  late  Mrs.  Frederic  Graff.  A  valuable  collection  of 
leproductions  of  antique  vases  was  presented  by  Mr  John  T.  Morris, 

On  January  27th  the  National  Association  of  Manufacturers, 
which  met  in  Convention  in  Philadelphia,  visited  the  School  in  a 
body  and  adopted  resolutions  expressive  of  its  appreciation  of  our 
work. 

On  Jime  2d  the  School  was  honored  by  a  visit  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  who  manifested  great  interest  in,  and 
expressed  high  approval  of,  its  aims  and  methods. 

On  October  27th  and  2Sth  the  New  England  Cotton  Manufac- 
turers'   Association   held    its   regular    semi-annual    meeting  in  the 


Auditorium  of  the  School  building,  having  met  in  Philadelphia  with 
the  express  purpose  of  giving  its  members  an  opportunity  to  inspect 
the  School. 

The  Association  not  only  adopted,  at  the  close  of  its  sessions,  a 
set  of  resolutions  warmly  eulogistic  of  the  work  of  the  School,  but 
desiring  to  leave  with  the  school  some  memorial  that  would  worthily 
and  permanently  testify  to  their  interest  and  appreciation,  the  mem- 
bers caused  to  be  executed  and  erected  in  the  school  on  a  pedestal, 
suitably  inscribed,  a  bronze  bust  of  the  late  George  Draper,  Esq.,  of 
Massachusetts,  whose  life  and  character  well  represented  the  ideals 
which  the  Association  and  the  School  alike  aim  to  cherish  and  pro- 
mote. The  memorial  was  presented  with  appropriate  ceremonies  on 
April  i6th,  189S.
